might be calculated as not greater than 
40 feet, but it was certainly a body of 
water nearly 70 feet hiq;h from where tho 
ship floated.—JIaiine Journal.

For a 
good may years we have thought much 
more of the old centleman than we cared 
to tell. If from time to time we have 
railed and joked at his expense, it was 
because we knew his worth and thought 
much of him personally—for, be it un- 
derstood, we never frivol with those 
whom wo do not like. Phocion under- 
stood it all. 
Whenever he came to Chi- 


cago ho climbed tho stairs to see us, and 
we were always glad to see his rnddy 
face and to hear his big, cheery voice. 
Phocioii did not do much fooling him- 
eelf, iiud perhaps that is why ho did not 
dislike our badinage-. 


Phocion Howard was ono of tho old 


school—ono of thu few pioneers left here 
for a long tiino in tho west.
